"I knew Ray for 60 years 
... he used to work for my 
cousins. We had a close rela¬ 
tionship,” said Bob Saracino, 
who was first elected to Port 
Colborne council during the 
time Mr. Haggerty was an MPP 
for Niagara South riding. 

Mr. Haggerty died last 
Saturday at the age of 88 at 
Welland hospital and is sur¬ 
vived by his wife of 67 years, 
Marie, his children Dennis, 
Timothy and Laurie, and 
his grandchildren Michael, 
Timothy, Derek, Shane, and 
Andrew. 

“He worked hard for the 
constituents of the riding and 
brought a wealth of knowledge 
to the legislature.

Unanswered questions

There were enough unanswered 
questions regarding these industrial 
machines and the potential 
negative effects on the township 
and its residents that after debate 
and public meetings our council 
were concerned enough to vote 
on a motion to ask the provincial 
government to impose a moratorium 
on any industrial wind turbine whilst 
independent enquiries were made 
regarding the many unanswered 
questions that wind energy 
companies and the province still 
refuse to answer. 

Four short months later Wainfleet 
has learnt that IPC have already 
planned a second five, Rankin 


that most troubled times can be seen 
through; it’s just a matter of working at 
it.

Today, 
even when something isn’t breaking 
down we often throw it away just to 
get the newest thing, and those who 
don’t have the newest thing are looked 
on as somehow out of date; behind 
the times. Perhaps we’ve come to 
treat marriage in the same way. When 
it isn’t working as well as it should,

“green” movement - with its emphasis 
on re-cycling, re-using and ending 
wastefulness might not lead eventually 
to a re-appreciation for marriage, and 
to a renewed desire to see ourselves 
through troubled times in our 
relationships with our spouses. I hope 
so, anyway.

I pray for them - that they will have 
the commitment that will surely 
be necessary as they face future 
challenges.

You know what? It won’t always be a 
wonderful fairy tale. Remember that the 
wedding only lasts a day; the marriage 
lasts (I hope) for a lifetime. It will take 
work. Let your love be 
the strength you need to allow your 
wedding to be the start of a lifetime 
commitment.

The largest of the 
Hungarian breeds is the Komondor. He 
was used to guard sheep from predators. 
His thick, heavy, wavy, beige coat helped 
him to blend in with the sheep and then 
launch a surprise attack on wolves or 
coyotes coming near to harm the flock. 
The Komondor are very hardy, outdoor 
dogs with great courage and a will to 
fight to the death to save their sheep.

The other Hungarian breed is the 
Kiuvasz who originally could only 
be owned by noblemen. The Kiivasz 
was used as a large guard dog for the 
noblemen and also they used him to 
hunt, herd and guard their flocks.

He is still 
a great guard dog today but he is also a 
devoted and gentle dog with children. 

The Hovawart and the Leonberger 
are two closely related German breeds. 
They were developed by crossing the St 
Bernard with other mountain breeds 
to produce a smaller, more agile type of 
dog to be used as utility dogs with many 
jobs to do. They both have beautiful deep 
golden coats and they are good family 
dogs, friendly to children, obedient and 
fearless. 

One of the newest breeds in history 
is the Eurasier which is a spitz-type dog 
of medium size. He was developed in 
Germany only 50 years ago. It looks 
like a small chow chowwith a beautiful 
reddish-fawn coat They are known for 
being mellow, calm, even tempered, 
quick to learn and eager to please. They 
are reserved with strangers but not 
aggressive or guardy. 

Our final working breed is a truly 
Canadian breed, the Newfoundland dog. 
He was developed in Newfoundland to 
be a great water dog for the fishermen. 
He is a large dog with great strength, 
heavy, oily coat to protect him from 
the icy ocean waters and large, strong 
webbed feet for swimming. He is gifted 
with a great desire to do rescue work 
often making his own choices on how to 
save people and children.

Township council last 
Tuesday night received a report 
that provided an overview of 
tools available to preserve 
heritage resources in Wainfleet 
including cultural heritage 
mapping and formation of heri¬ 
tage conservation districts.

WAINFLEET SUPPORTS 
MID-PEN CORRIDOR EA 

The Township of Wainfleet 
supports an environmental 
study for the first 
phase of the Niagara to Greater 
Toronto highway corridor. 

Last Tuesday aldermen 
received a report regarding 
the Niagara to GTA Corridor 
Planning and Environmental 
Assessment Study while call¬ 
ing for township staff to send 
a letter to the Ministry of 
Transportation supporting its 
work on the process. 

The purpose of the envi¬ 
ronmental assessment study 
is to provide the ministry with 
a plan for future transporta¬ 
tion capacity within the cor¬ 
ridor study area. The MTO 


had requested input from the 
township on the draft plan. 

In the council report, plan¬ 
ning staff said supporting the 
work will lead to the imple¬ 
mentation of measures that 
would protect Wainfleet’s 
agricultural land while pro¬ 
moting the efficient move¬ 
ment of goods, such as agri¬ 
cultural products made in the 
township. 

Township planning direc¬ 
tor Grant Munday said there 
is no specific mapping area on 
where the corridor would be 
located. 

“The mapping they (MTO) 
are doing is conceptual,” 
Munday said. "There’s no spe¬ 
cific area chosen. It’d be past 
2030 before the new corridor is 
considered. There’s no specific 
location.” 

Aid. Richard Dykstra ques¬ 
tioned why the MTO would 
need assessment studies now 
when development of the cor¬ 
ridor is years away.
